introdux:tion. 




HIS volume contains the proceedings of the Courts 
Leet and Courts Baron of the Manor of Manchester 
from the 13th October, 175^ to the nth October, 
1786, a period of thirty }'ears. Like the preceding 
volume, the entries for each Court are as a rule short, and the 
proceedings are comparatively uneventful. There are the usual lists 
of persons, chiefly from the country round Manchester, who were 
fined for selling bad meat, offering butter and other commodities 
under weight, or buying and selling the same article on the same 
da}-. The inhabitants of the town were in their turn fined for 
non-attendance, when called upon to serve on the Jury, as well as 
for refusal to take office and to help in the management of the affairs 
of the town, in the various posts to which their fellow-townsmen 
had elected them. If they took office, it was expected that they 
should do their duty, and the)' were fined if they did not bring in 
the proper "presentments" against those who had in any way 
infringed the by-laws of the town. Fines were also levied upon 
those who allowed the pavements and " causeys " or causeways in 
front of their houses to be out of repair, and upon those who used 
unjust weights and measures. 

The number of " officers " who were elected at the Michaelmas 
Court in 1756 was 138, and at that held tliirty years later, at 
Michaelmas, 1786, it was 136, but several appointments had not 
been filled up and are left blank. At each of these Michaelmas 
Courts the Boroughreeve and the two Constables were elected, a 
Deputy Con.stable was appointed, as well as one or more Beadles. 
The " Winter Watch " was also ordered to be kept from October 
to the end of March, and the Constables had to be careful that it

contained able-bodied men only. At these Courts, too, the late 
Boroughreeve presented the accounts of the money he had spent, 
and the two Constables did the same. These were then examined, 
and if correct were passed by the Jury. The accounts of the 
Charities known as Clarke's and Marshall's were presented by the 
respective Trustee.s, and were examined and passed. 

The office of Deputy Constable seems to have become one 
of increasing importance in the town, and we find that this officer's 
salary was very rapidly raised. When this volume begins, in 1756, 
Mr. John Kcty, who had held this office since 1752, if not earlier, was 
re-elected at a salary of ^20 a year. At the Court held on the 
13th Oct., 1762, the salary was raised to ^30, and on the 3rd May, 
1775, Mr. William Henry Wilford was appointed in the place of 
?ilr. Ka}', who was incapacitated from further work, at the same 
salary of £30. On the 14th October, 1778, the salary was raised at 
one stroke to ^80 per annum, and Mr. John Higgin was appointed 
to the office. He was succeeded in October, 1780, by Mr. James 
Battyc, at the same salary. At the Court held in May, 1786, the 
latter resigned, and Mr. Robert Sclioles was appointed in his place, 
and at the following Michaelmas Court the salary was once more 
raised at one stroke to ^^^150 per annum, li'li^. 

In a similar manner the salary of the BEADLE, which was £"] per 
annum in 1756, had become ;^io in 1762. At the Court held on 
the 15th October, 1782, livo Beadles were appointed, each with a 
salary o{ £10 per annum; and at tlie Court held I2th October, 1783, 
tJiree Beadles were appointed, with salaries of ;^30, ;^20, and £\2 
respectively. 

The Courts appear tci have been held at diffisrent places in the 
town. Thus in 1782 and 17S3 we find tliem described as being 
held at "the Exchange" (see pp. 221 and 235), whilst on other 
occasions they were held at "tlie Courthouse'' (see pp. 243 and 255). 
They were adjourned from time to" time, and tliese adjourned 
meetings generally took place in the principal Inns or Coffee-houses 
in the town. At the Court held on the loth October, 1764, we 
have the first and only reference to the newspaper, Harrop's 
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Manchestey Alcrcniy, which was then printed in the town. The Jury 
then ordered "that the above amerciaments be pubhshed in tlic 
News paper.'' 

Sir Oswald Moslev, Bart., was the lord of the manor of 
-Manchester at the time this vohnne commences, in 1756. He 
had succeeded his father, the first Baronet, in 1751, and he died 
unmarried in 1757. His successor was his brother, the Rev. Sir 
John Mosley, Bart., whose name first occurs at the Court held 
the 26th April, 1757. (See p. 8.) He died unmarried in 1779, ^"^ 
was succeeded by his second cousin, JOIIN P.ARKER MoSLEV, Esq., 
who was created a Baronet on the 8th June, 1781. This John 
Parker Mosle)-, Esq., was the son and heir of Nicholas Mosley, of 
Manchester (by his wife Elizabeth, daughter of William Parker, of 
Derby), who was the son and heir of Nicholas Mosley, of Manchester, 
and afterwards of London, surgeon, a younger brother of Oswald 
Mosley, of Ancoats, Esq., the father of the first Sir Oswald Moslc}-, 
Bart. 

yosepk Clowes, Esq., held the office of Steward of the Court when 
this volume begins, October, 1756. He had only been recently 
appointed to that office, his name occurring for the first time at the 
Court held on the previous April. (See vol. vij., p. 247.) His Deputy- 
Steward was Mr. Richard Tiinnadine, who at the Court held on the 
2 1st April, 1779, is described as Steward, and who at the following 
Court, held 13th October, 1779, was succeeded by George Lloyd, Esq. 
Mr. Lloyd was appointed on the accession of John Parker Mosley, 
Esq., as lord of the manor, and he was holding this office when this 
volume closes. 

As in previous volumes, the entries relating to each Court have 
been compared, line for line, with the original, so as to ensure an 
exact reproduction in print. As explained in the last volume, it has 
not been found possible to add many notes, which I much regret.
